THE CATTLE DISEASE IN SHANGHAI, 
Mr. A, Chartier, the Inspector of Markets 
for the Frencli Municip Council, Shanghai 
has forwarded to the | oil the following 
report of the cattle disesso which has been 
destroying. 60 many cattle in the neighbor- 
hood of Shanghai. The observations have 
been taken from day to rete himself:== 
Between the 7th and 8th.November, two 
water ‘buffaloes died in the dairy 
flour mills, situated. on the Cemetery road. 
Between the 7th and 10th November, the | 
disease showed itself! in the Chinese dairy 
situated near the bridge on the Cometery 
road, the proprietor of whichis Sui-dab-. 
ping, and i-this dairy the diseass-lasted for, 
about a week, during which time six cows 
and one heifer died. -The heifer was the one 
imported in the French mail, and mentioned 
in my letter to the North-China Daily News, 
About the 26th November, the ‘diseasa 
appeared to me to-be abating in the Frenoli 
moession and spreading towardd the Hage

From 15th to 20th 4 cows 
died, leaving one young ‘cow recovering from 
the disease. : 

On the 11th Décember, Mr Binos, of the 
French police, and Mr Seisson of the Hatel 
des Colonies, together with myself, visited 
one of the knackers’ houses. in the French 
Settlement, Wo found from fifteen hundred 
to two thousand ponngs of mostly diseased 
meat, which Mr Binos gave orders to have
